



NOTICE TO OWNERS. 



Secretary Kohl cf the ^ eetern Jockey Clsb 
atatcd yeeterday that tbe mcetiug cf the Board 
of Stewards on January 6 will be one of tbe 
meet important ever held by that body, ae it 
will be the la et meeting prior to tbe time aet 
for the cloaing cf estriea to tbe principal etakes 
to be rnc dnring the coming racing aeason, and 
ownere and trainere now nnder tbe ban of dis- 
qualification will not be permitted to enter 
their boreee in any cf the etakae nnleea they are 
reinstated at the January meeting. 

Tbe reinstatement of a disqualified owner or 
trainer does not carry with it tbe reinstate- 
ment of bis horses, and an owner or trainer 
making application for reinstatement should 
be careful to include tbe names of all horses 
owned or under his control, as failure to do this 
will leave them still under the ban, and if en- 
tered in stakes, tbe entries will be thrown out. 
This applies to horsemen already reinstated, 
who did not give the names of all their horses, 
Sind such boress are etUl disqualified. 

WASHINGTON PARK STAKES. 



Foil detaiib cf tbe conditions of tbe grand list 
of stakes tendered horse owners by tbe Wash- 
ington Park Club appear in tbe advertising de- 
partment of this issue of Daily Bacino Fobm. 
Ae a strictly added money list it is without a 
rival in this country. Horsemen race their 
charges at Washington Park for greater sums 
of money at less cost to tbemselves than at any 
other track in America. Inspection of the 
small cost of ncminating to these stakes will 
serve to verify this highly important feature. 

These stakes nsed no special commendation. 
From the world famous American Derby with 
its great endowment of $20,000 added money 
down they are all familiar, and owners who fail 
to enter their horses will simply stand in their 
own light. It is not probable, however, that tbe 
names of many western horses cf stake caliber 
will fail to appear when Secretary Howard pub- 
lishes his list of nominations. It is also certain 
that many of tbe eastern cracks will be out 
again as last year ana they or soma one of them 
may have better luck next year than was the 
case in 1901. Entry blanks will be fnrnisbsd 
by Daily Bacixg Form to all who may apply.

The stakes are as follows: 

The Northern Stakes— A handicap for three- 
year-olds and upward; $5,000 added. Mila and 
a quarter. 

The Monadnock Stakes — A handicap for 
three-year-olds and upward ; $1,000 added. Mile 
and a furlong. 

The Superior Stakes— A handicap for tbree- 
ysar-olds and upward ; S2 ,jOO added. One mile 
and a half. 

The Flight Stakes— For three-year-olds and 
upward; $1,500 added. Six furlongs. 

The Prairie Stakes (Selling)— For three-year- 
olds and upward; $1,500 added. Two miles. 

The Excelsior Stake— A handicap for three- 
year-olds ; $2,000 added. Mila and a furlong. 

Tbe Premier Stakes— For three-year-olds; 
$1,5C0 added. One mile. 

The Lassie Stakes— For fillies two years old; 
$1,250 added. Five furlongs. 

The Vemal Stakes — For colts and geldings 
two years old; $1,250 added. Five furlongs. 

The Juvenile Stakes (Selling)— For two.year- 
olds; $1,500 added. Five and one-half fnrl.ongs. 

The Competition Stakes— For two-year-olds; 
$1,500 added. Five and a half furlongs. 

The Hawthorne Stakes— A handicap for two- 
year-olds; $1,500 added. Six furlongs. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Tbe Chicago Jockey Club has announced its 
list cf stakes to be run during tbe spring and 
summer meetings cf 1902 at the Hawthorne 
course, entries to which will close on Feb- 
ruary 4. 

There are twelve stakes in all, five for two- 
year-olds, two for three year-olds and five for 
tbree-yeer-olde and upward, with distances 
ranging frem five furlongs to two miles, and to 
which are added a total of $25,000. 

The stakes are tbe same in number and prac- 
tically the same in conditions as were tbe 
stakes rnn at the spring and summer meetings 
of 1801; tbe meet noticeable changes being the 
omissions frem all handicaps of the clause re- 
quiring the naming cf starters the day before 
tbe race, and the increase in the distance of the 
Prairie Stakes from cne mile to two miles. The 
principal stakes are the Northern, a handicap 
for three-year-olds and upward, at a mile and a 
quarter, with $5,t00 added, and the Monadnock, 
a handicap for tbrce-year olds and upward at a 
mile and a furlong, with $1,OCO added. Than 
kbara are tbe Superior Stakes at a mile and a 
half, and the Prairie Stakes at two miles, both 
of which should prove interesting events to all 
lovera of long distance racing. 

The conditions provide for a nominal cash 
aatry fee, which should insure a big entry list,
